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TURPENTINE PRODUCERS’ TRUST. 


According to reports received here 
on Thursday the turpentine producers 
of Georgia, Florida, South Carolina 
and Alabama organized the Turpen- 
tine Operators’ General Association, 
on the day preceding, at a meeting 
held in Savannah, at which a very 
large number of representatives of 
the trade was present. It is not alto- 
gether clear what the members of the 
new organization hope to gain by the 
move. The trade of New York pro- 
fessesto be in entire ignorance of the 
motives and scope of the undertaking 
and is disposed to belittle its import- 
unce, while, so far, advices from 
Savannah have failed to give such 
details as are necessary to a complete 
understanding of the movement by 
the trade in this city. It is 
claimed here that the organization, 
if it has been actually completed, can 
have no effect on the market since 
those that report says are interested 
in it are men who wield no particular 
influence in the trade. On the other 
hand our Southern advices state that 
the association’s membership, in- 
cludes men who produce more than 
one-half of the world’s supply of tur- 
pentine and rosin. The meetings of 
this new Trust are held in secret, 
and it is’ claimed that the prin- 
cipal object of the Trust is to reg- 
ulate production, decrease its cost, by 
reducing wages, and get better prices 
from consumers for the product. 

Those in the combine claim that 
some action is necessary to place 
the market on a more substantial 
foundation, and for that reason 
the producers should endeavor to 
make a move in that direction. For 
several years past the production has 
been increasing, the output last year 
being the largest on record. So far 
this year the yield has been consider- 
ably in excess of that for the corres- 
pouding period in 1891, and if it keeps 
up at the present rate, as it bids fair 
to do, the outturn will be very 
much greater than the _ require- 
ments of the world. Last year’s 
very large cotton crop is assigned as 
one of the most potent reasons for the 
increase in turpentine production this 
year as both planters and laborers 
have turned to that as offering great- 
er financial inducements than the 
raising and gathering of cotton. 

Unless some check can be put upon 
the production of naval stores there 
can, itis asserted, be only one result 
and that one that would work lasting 
injury to the industry. It is question- 
ed, however, whether the recently or- 
ganized combine or Trust can con- 
trol the output, Asall of the pire 
lands in the South are not owned by 
turpentine producers, there is nothing 
to prevent others from going into the 
business, thus keeping the produc- 
tion up to the present limits, or even 
exceeding them, at the expense of 
those who are bound by the agree- 


ment to limit their output.

BARK SALES AND QUININE, 


For some months the relations ex- 
isting between the London and Am- 
sterdam bark auctions and the qui- 
nine market in New York, have been 
characterized by a peculiarity inex- 
plicable by all, except, perhaps, by 
those who are supposed to be respon- 
sible for the anomolous condition,and 
they are not disposed to disclose their 
secret purposes. Contrary to what 
might be expected,repeated advances 
in cinchona bark at the London and 
Amsterdam sales have in each in- 
stance been followed here by a de- 
cline in the quinine market. The

only explanations offered are the pos- 
sible endeavors on the part of some, 
for reasons best known to themselves, 
to bear the market, and the desire on 
the part of German holders, which 
has already been alluded to in these 
columns, to unload their surplus 
stock on our market. Now, however, 
we are confronted with a new, and 
even more perplexing phase of the 
situation. The London and Amster- 
dam auctions of the 3d and 5th of 
May have had the effect of somewhat 
confounding the ideas of dealers in 
this niarket, inasmuch as the state- 
ments in regard to these sales 
are as various as cablegrams 
are numerous. One report is to the 
effect that both auctions passed off at 
a decline of from five to ten per cent., 
another states that the London sale 
showed a similar decline, but at the 
Amsterdam sale previous prices were 
obtained, still another reports the 
prices varying from five per cent. de- 
cline to previous figures, while a 
fourth claims that at both sales pre- 
vious prices were realized. In the 
face of these conflicting reports it is 
difficult to determine just what is the 
true condition of the local quinine 
market. Those who are inclined to 
accept the last cited report as the 
most reliable one, are of the opinion 
that a firmer market may be expect- 
ed. All the cheap, seventeen cent 
lots, they say, have been bought up, 
and, although the general prices are 
not quotably higher, a better feeling 
prevails. On the other hand it is 
confidently asserted that quinine can, 
without difficulty, be purchased at 
seventeen cents. Thisis certainly a 
record for the quinine market! It 
has made alow-water mark never be- 
fore reached, a price which some con- 
sider the turning point, but this re- 
mains to be seen. 

In regard to the probable shortage 
of bark on account of the uprooting 
of plantatious, the following, from an 
English contemporary is interesting: 

The statistics show that of the 115 planta- 
tions known to exist in the island, two have 
been abandoned since last year, while on 
three others all the trees have been uprooted. 
These three plantations only produced an 
aggregate of 120.000 hs of bark. or less than 
3 per cent. of the total production—a fact 
which disposes of the assertion that there has 
been a general uprooting of trees in conse- 
quence of the low prices which have ruled. 
Moreover, nearly all the uprooted cinchona 
averaged only3 to 3 percent. of quinine sul- 
phate, a yield admittedly too low to hold any 
prospect of successful competition in the 
future. On the other hand, twenty-six plan- 
tations have either not yet come into bearing 
atall or only yield insignificant quantities 
while six others, though still in existence and 
ready to ship bark under more favorable cir- 
cumstances, did not harvest any last season. 
These figures indicate that there is plenty of 
reserve stock in the island to fall back upon 
when the market improves. Another im- 
portant feature of the return is that the quin- 
ine value of the bark on almost all the large 
estates is increasing. The manufacturing 
bark from Java, which averaged about 3 
per cent. not long ago, will, next season rep- 
resent an average value of nearly 5 per cent. 
in sulphate of quinine, and that proportion is 
likely to be still further increased later on. 

With this showing there seems to be 
little ground for any apprehension of 
shortage in bark. From another 
foreign source, we have further par- 
ticulars confirmatory of the above 
and showing that inquiries have been 
instituted in consequence of the 
decreased production of cinchona 
bark in Ceylon, which show that the 
island is still possessed of about 19,- 
000,000 bark trees, each of which is 
reckoned to yield about 2 tbs of bark. 
Besides these trees there remain about 
4,000,000 tbs of bark stored away in 
anticipation of higher prices caused 
by the constantly decreasing produc- 
tion. But, as we have pointed out on 
previous occasions, the short supplies 
of Ceylon are more than replaced by 
the large productions of Java, so that 
the holders of the stocks in Ceylon 
may have to wait a long time before 
they see any profit on their bark. 


LINSEED OIL DECLINES. 


Up to the beginning of the week, 
the trade, crushers excepted, had 
been led to expect that there would 
soon be an advance in the price of 
linseed oil. The cost of seed has been 
increasiny, or at least has been made 
no cheaper, while the cake market 
had been in anything but a satisfac- 
tory condition, from the crushers 
standpoint. It is true that prices for 
cake have improved on the other side, 
but the increased freight rates have 
fully offset the advance, so that the 
cake situation on this side is practi- 
cally the same as it was two or three 
weeks ago. The movement of oil into 
consumption was reported to be free, 
and, in fact, every indication pointed 
to higher prices. It became evident 
to impartial observers, a week ago, 
that the expected advance was not to 
be made. In its market report of the 
7th inst., the Rerorter stated in effect 
that there was no immediate prospect 
of higher prices, and the results have 
demonstrated the accuracy of its pre- 
diction. Our opinion was based on 
the fact that a very large quantity of 
cheap oil was, and still is, controlled 
by second hands, some of whom, par- 
ticularly those in Western cities, are 
anxious to realize on their investment.

The decline of one cent per gallon 


that was announced by tlie cfifsher °" ' 


on Monday last was therefore less-of: 
a surprise than it would have been but 
for the statements made in our last 
review ofthe market. However many 
marvelled over it and were at a loss to 
understand why the market went down 
instead of up. It may now appear 
elear to them but if they are still in 
doubt we might cite another reason, 
which some people think had a more 
pvtent effect in causing the decline 
than those we have instanced above. 

The recent change in prices like 
most of those which preceded 
it, originated in the West where 
the crushers are quite unhappy over 
the condition of the linseed 
oil trade. They have not been able to 
sell as mucb oil as they had expected 
on the late advance. In fact they 
have been practically shut out of the 
eastern markets for some time past 
partly by offezings from second hands 
and partly because their quotations 
were 80 close to those of the sea-board 
crushers that the latter were almost 
invatiably given the preference by 
eastern buyers Itis said that their 
object in dropping a cent from their 
previous price was to make a wider 
difference between the prices of eust- 
ern and western oil in this market. If 
such was their intention, it has mis- 
carried for the local crushers upon 
receiving intimations of the decliue 
in western oil on Monday immediately 
sent out notices of a similarreduction 
in their quotations. If, as has also 
been intimated their object was to 
meet the prices made by second hands 
the movement has been equally inu- 
effective, asthe bulk of the outside 
oil was bought at euch figures as to 
give the holders a handsome profit at 
even lower prices than those now 
quoted by the crushers. 

The outlook is somewhat uncertain. 
It is contended in some quarters that 
the present price will not be perma- 
nent—in fact, it is expected that the 
market will advance to or above the 
previous quotation within a few days. 
On the other hand, it is contended 
that, as the season of largest con- 
sumption is nearly at an end, and as 
there is yet a good deal of cheap oil 
deliverable to second hands, there is 
no room for such an improvement. 
Referring again to our report of last 
week, in connection with sales for 
future, we cannot do better than re. 
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peat what we then said: ‘There is a 
disposition in some quarters to blame 
the practice of selling for forward de- 
livery, for the failure of crushers to 
get better prices, and perhaps the ex- 
perience now being gained will go far 
toward preventing such sales here- 


after.”’ 


Sinee the above was written the 
price of city oil from domestic seed 


has been restored to the former quota- 
tion, but the Western people have not 


as yet changed their prices. 
WINDOW GLASS PROSPECTS. 


The outlook for the window glass 
trade for the next few months is not 


altogether satisfactory to those en- 
gaged in the business. 
disguising the fact that the volume 
of business this spring has not been 


up to expectations, and now that the 


summer months are near at hand, 
there is little prospect of a material 
improvement inthe demand, There 


has been quite a depression in the 
building trade, as the result of 


strikes and other untoward conditions, 
and although it is evident that a very 


considerable quantity of glass will be 
required to finish work now in pro- 


gress and projected there is every 
reason to believe that the contracts 


for the glass will not and cannot be 


placed for some time to cume. In the 
meantime dealers and importers are 
anxious to increase their sales and 


the keen competition thus created 


will undoubtedly prevent the hoped 
for improvement in prices. 

It is true that the New York im- 
porters have decided to decrease dis- 
counts, but doubts are expressed that 
the advance will be permanent for 
the reason that the importers of other 
cities are notin harmony with those 
of New York on the question of 
prices, and consequently frequent 
clashings of interests may be ex- 
pected to the detriment of those in- 
terests. In other words competition 
between the importers of New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia and other points 
is likely to result in the cutting of 
prices at competing points, while 
nominally quotations will remain the 
same as now. While the New York 
people are still hopeful of a successful 
issue of their determination to revise 
the long list of prices for imported 
glass, the trade at other centers, 
notably Boston, is opposed to such a 
decided change. It is evident that 
nothing can be done toward revising 
the long list without a general con- 
ference of the importers of the differ- 
ent trade centers. The committee 
appointed by the New York importers 
to go to Boston to consult with the 
importers there did not go on the 
date designated, although we were 
given to understand a week ago that 
they did. Their failure to carry out 
their instructions is attributed to in- 
ability caused by personal business 
interest. Possibly this or another 
committee will at a later date carry 
out the intentions of the New York 
importers, but until that time, and 
possibly not then, there can be no re- 
vision of the gross prices. 

The situation in the American win- 
dow glass market does notseem to im- 
prove notwithstanding the near ap- 
proach ofthe time appointed for shut- 
tingdown. Some doubt has been ex- 
pressed as to whether all, or a major- 
ity, of the manufacturers would stop 
work om May 31st; but there is good 
reason to believe that no glass to 
speak of will be made in the Western 
factories, at least, after the above- 
mentioned date. A meeting was to 
have been held in Cleveland on Thurs- 
day last, at which it was understood 
that the determination to shut down 
would be ratified, and, at the same 
time, it was believed that prices would 
be advanced. The basis for the lat- 
ter belief is the fact that stocks, while 
Jarge, are poorly assorted, and are 
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controlled by strong holders, the cut- 
ters having disposed of the bulk of 
what they held. It is argued that 
since the price of French sheet has 
been advanced, though slightly, to be 
sure, there is room for an improve- 
ment in quotations for American. Up 
to the date of writing, no report of the 
Cleveland meeting has been received 


here. 


To-day the market for both im- 
ported and domestic glass is in an un- 
settled condition, but those in the 
trade are confident that the coming 
week will produce results that will go 
along way toward placing the trade 


on a sounder basis.

tioned, it was sold by them to said 
institutions at an advance over cost, 
or at a profit of about 20 per cent. 

I am therefore of the opinion that 
the merchandise is dutiable as as- 
sessed by the collector. 





SPONGES—THROAT SWABS AND EAR CLEAN- 
ERS NOT, 


In the matter of the protests of R. 
F. Downing & Co., against the decis- 
ion of the collector of customs at New 
York as to the rate and amount of 
duties chargeable on certain so-called 
“sponges,” imported per Fulda, 
August 24, and Saale, July 16, 1891 
the following is the opinion by Gen- 
eral Appraiser Sharretts: 

The goods in question are (1) throat 
swabs or brushes and (2) ear cleaners. 
The first named article consists of a 
small piece of sponge a'tached to a 
brass wire han lle, nickel plated, and 
the second bone handled, spoon 
shaped at one end, with a diminutive 
sponge at the other. 

The appellants claim that the mer- 
chandise, in both instances, is duti- 
able as sponges at 20 per cent. ad _val- 
orem, under paragraph 86, act of Octo- 
ber 1, 1890. 

The importers were notified to ap- 
pear before the Board and submit evi- 
dence iending to show that the 
articles are spongesor manufacturers 
of which sponge is the component 
material of chief value. They failed 
to appear, but notified the Board 
through their counsel that they were 
unable to offer any evidence in sup- 
port of their contention. 

We therefore find as facts: 

1. The throat swabs or biushes are 
manufactures of metal and sponge, 
metal the component material of 
chief value. 

2. The ear cleaners are manufac- 
tured articles composed of sponge 
and bone, of which materials bone is 
the greater in value. 

Based ae these findings, the 
Board, without deciding whether the 
tirst-uamed articles are brushes, as 
suggested by the coliector, are forced 
to overrule the protest, and the action 
of the collector stands, 





1. GLASS BOTTLES WITH RUBBER STOP- 
PERS —2 PROTESTS MUST CLAIM 
CORREC'T RATE,

I claim that your assessment of 
duty on the goods at 60 per cent. on

more than one pint, and of which 
rubber is of insignificant value; 
therefore the goods should * * * 
pay a dutv of 1 cent per pound, under 
paragraph 103, act of October 1, 1890. 

The appraiser, in an amended re- 
port, made subsequent to the liquida- 
tion of the entry, says: “The bottles 
are now considered dutiable. under 
aragraph 103, at 14% cents per pound. 

he capacity of the bottle is one-half 
pe The collector refused to re- 
iquidate the entry, holding that the 
rotestans had mistaken his remedy 
n claiming that the bottles were 
dutiable at 1 cent per pound, instead 
of 1% cent per pound. In our 
opinion we have no authority for re- 
versing the collector’s ruling. The 


; appellant having claimed that no 


part of the goods were dutiable at 
the rate assessed thereon by the col- 
lector, under paragraph 103, pointing 
out that a specific provision in the 
same paragraph, upon whieh he re- 
lied in support of his contention, the 
Board can only decide the issue thus 
raised. 

We find as facts on the face of the 
papers and from the exhibits: 

That the merchandise is green or 
colored molded glass bottles. holding 
not more than 1 pint and not less 
than a quarter of a pint. 

And we hold that all of the mer- 
chandise is dutiable at 14% cent per 
pound, the rate assessed upon purt 
thereof by the collector, and that it is 
not dutiable at 1 cent per pound, as 
claimed by the appellant. 

The protest can not be sustained, 
and the action of the collector stands. 





OIL OF BIRCH TAR, 

In the matter of the protest of 
Fritzsche Bros., against the decision 
of the collector of customs at New 
York as to the rate and amount of 
duties chargeable on certain distilled 
oil (birch tar),imported per Polynesia, 
December 11, 1891, the following is 
the opinion by General Appraiser 
Somerville: 

The merchandise is invoiced as 
“birch tar,’? and was imported De- 
cember 11, 1891. 

It was assessed for duty as a “‘dis- 
tilled oil,’ under paragraph 76 of the 
present tariff act. 

The importers contend that the ar- 
ticle istar distilled from birch wood, 
and that it is free of duty, under par- 
agraph 731 of said act as ‘“‘tar and 
pitch ‘of wood.”’ 

In G. A. 1105 we held a similar ar- 
ticle to be dutiable as ‘distilled oil,’’ 
under said paragraph 76. A _ like 
ruling on an article which seems to 
be of the same description was made 
by the Treasury Department in Sep- 
tember, 1889. (Synopsis 9634.) 

Tar, as distinguished from certain 
oils distilled from tar, is a thick,dark- 
colored, viscid, resinous product, ob- 
tained by the destructive distillation 
of wood or of bituminous minerals. 
(Worcester and Century Dectionary.) 

We are satisfied, from investiga- 
tion, that the substance under con- 
sideration is birch-tar oil, and not 
birch tar itself. 

We make the following extracts 
from volume 2 of Spon’s Encyclopedia 
of Manufacture ; 

“Birch Tar.—The wood and bark of 
the betula alba afford a tar whose 
chief importance lies in its being the 
source of the empyreumatic oil used 
in the preparation of Russia leather. 
(Page 1684.) 

Recently, the preparation of this oil 
has been carried on in Germany and 
Austria, where it is known as birken- 
theer, birkenol, Juchtenol, or doggut. 
The oil is used almost exclusively in 
the preparation of Russia leather, to 
which it communicates a pecular fra- 
grance.”’ (Page 1418 ) 

It is also stated in McCulloch’s Dic- 
tionary of Commerce (title ‘‘birch”’ 
page 164) that “Russia leather is pre- 
pared by means of the empyreumatic 
oil of the birch.”’ 

While the importers in this case 
testify before the Board that the ar- 
ticle under consideration is birch tar, 
they admit thatit is sometimes called 
“oil of birch tar,’’ and that it is the

In the matter of the pr

The merchandise in question Which

It was returned by the appraiser as 
castile soap, and assessed for duty at 
1% cent a pound, under the provigop 
of paragraph 79, act of October} 189) 
for castile soap. The appraiser states 
in his special report to the collector 
that it is not “common soap,” which 
is made from animal oils or fats, byt 
is castile soap made from olive oil 

The appellant that “it is not castile 
soap, nor is it sold as such,” and ought 
to be classified under the provision ip 
said paragraph for all other soaps not 
specially provided for, at 20 per cent, 
ad valorem, and he testified before 
the Board, and produced a witness 
who also gave testimony, to the effect 
that it was not castile soap, but was 
known in trade as ‘‘common olive oil 
soap” or as ‘sulphide soap,” and was 
made from the sediment or residuum 
of olive oil, or from the refuse of the 
olives after the good oil was pressed 
from them, treated with sulphide of 
carbon, while castile soap was mace 
from pure olive oil; that it was sold 
chiefly to dyers and wool manufactur. 
ers for boiling silk and wool, and that 
the foreign value of the article known 
as castile soap was double the invoice 
price of this in question. 

A number of promiuent and reput- 
able importers and wholesale dealers 
in variovs kinds of soap testified be 
fore the Board to the effect that the 
article in question, which was repre- 
sented by the sample submitted by 
the appellant was a good medium 
quality of castile soap, and belonged 
to the class of soap which had been 
known in trade for a good many years 
by that name, and, like most of the 
castile soap of commerce, was made 
from the lower grade, or residuum 
olive oil which had undergone treat- 
ment with sulphuric acid gas and dis- 
tillation, and was known as olive oil 
foots. 

It appears from testimony of these 
witnesses that all soaps made from 
olive oil in any form, except fancy, 
perfumed, and toilet soaps, or certain 
medicated soaps are known in the 
trade as castile soap ; also, that there 
are mottled and other soaps, made in 
France particularly, from oils other 
than olive, and also from’ avimal 
greases and from what is known 8% 
washed oil, of lower price and inferior 
quality to the article in question, that 
are known in commerce as castile 
soap, and have been so known for 
many years. 

We find as a matter of fact, from an 
examination of the sample, papel, 
and testimony in this case, that & 
merchandise in question is soap made 
from olive vil and other substances, 
and belongs to a class which is knowD 
in trade as castile soap, and has been 
so known tor many bei 5 

We therefore hold that said mer 
chandise was properly classilie > 
assessed for duty by the collec 
and accordingly overrule the protest.

“alcohol, absolute,’ and, as a “‘scien- 
tifle preparation.” free of duty, under 
paragraph 677 of said act, on the 

round that it is specially imported in 

faith for the use of certain named 
colleges established for educational or 
or scientific or literary purposes and 
not intended for sale. That paragraph 
exempts from duty, among other 
things, “scientific * * * preparations 
*** imported in good faith for the 
use of any society or institution in. 
corporated or established for philoso 
phical, educational, scientific or liter- 
ary purposes * * * and not intended 
for sale.” 

“Absolute alcohol”’ is defined in the 
United States Dispensatory (edition 
1890) page 145, ‘us pure alcohol, en- 
tirely free from water.’* “In this 
state itcan not be obtained by ordi- 
nary distillation alone, the purest al- 
cohol thus procured stiil containing 
ll per cent. of water. To separate 
this, itis customary to have recourse 
to substances having u very strong 
affinity for water, sufficient not only 
to abstract it from the alcohol, but to 
retain it at a temperature at which 
alcohol will distill over.”” The mode 
of preparing the article is an elabo- 
rate chemical process, which is given 
in the work above cited, and also by 
expert witnesses examined before the 
Board in the hearing. 

We construe the words ‘scientific 
* * * preparation,’’ as used in 
paragraph 677, to mean some prepa- 
ration, chemical or otherwise, which 
is peculiarly suitable to be, and is 
commonly, used in the illustration or 
teuching of scientific principles in the 
laboratory, the lecture room, or other 
place of instruction or edification, or 
for prosecuting scientific researches 
in waking chemical analyses. 

We make the folluwing findings of 
fact in these two cases : 


(1) The merchandise is ‘‘ absolute 


alcohol,” which is an article of com- 
inerce entirely distinct in nomencla- 
ture, chemical composition, and uses 
from alcohol proper, and was im- 
ported since October 6, 1890. 

(2) It contuins from 98 to 99 percent 
of pure alcohol, and is used chiefly. iu 
the laboratory, either for analytical 
purposes or for illustrating or teach- 
scientitic principles. It is worth twice 
asmuch as common alcohol, and is 
never, therefore, used for mere indus- 
trial purposes. 

(3) It is a preparation of alcohol, 
made by removing, by an elaborate 
chemical severe, 7or 8 per cent. of 
ona and can be preserved pure only 
waepPing itin vessels hermetically

SPIRITUOUS LIQUOR—CERTAIN SO-CALLED 
BRANDY COLORING DUTIABLE AS. 

In the matter of the protest of Wal- 
den & Co., against the decision of the 
collector of customs at New York as 
to the rate and amount of duties 
chargeable on certain so-called brandy 
a imported per La Cham- 
pagne, May 11, 1891, the following is 
the opinion by 
Tichenor: 

The merchandise to which the above 
described protest relates was imported 
from Barbezieux, near Cognac, 
France, and is described in the in 
voice as “coloring fortified with 34 per 
cent of brandy.” 

It was returned by the appraiser as 
“a spirituous liquor (not proof) duti- 
able at $2 50 per gall n,’”’ and was ac- 
cordingly assessed at that rate under 
the provisions of paragraphs 329 and 
333, act of October 1, 1890. The pro- 
testants claim that it is dutiable at 50 
per cent. ad valorem as coloring for 
brandy, under paragraph 22 of said 
act. 

The sample of the merchandise was 
submitted to the appraiser of the port 
for analytical determination, and that 
officer reports that it is constituted as 
follows:

It appears from the special report 
of the appraiser that glucvse and 
burnt sugar constitute the principal 
ingredients of the article commonly 
used and known as coloring for bran- 
dy and other liquors, and that the ad- 
dition of the large and unnecessary 
percentage of spirits in this case 
(which represents over 68 per cent. 
proof) renders the article coloured and 
sweetened brandy in fact, and ex. 
cludes it from classification as color- 
ing for brandy and other liquors. 

Paragraph 329 imposes a duty of 
$2.50 per gallon on brandy and other 
spirits manufactured or distilled from 
grain or other materials not specially 
provided for, and paragraph 333 pro- 
vides that “no lower rate or amount 
of duty shall be levied, collected, and 
paid on brandy, spirits, and other 
spirituous beverages than that fixed 
by law for the descr.ption of first 

roof.”’ 

It is also provided, in paragraph 
331, that ‘fon all compounds or pre- 
parations of which distilled spirits are 
a component part of chief value, not 
ptt rovided for in this act, 
there shall be levied a duty not less 
than that imposed upon distilled 
spirits.” : 

Itis seen from the report of the 
chemist that absolute alcohol is the 
chief componentin quantity and value 
of the article, and gives itits essential 
quality and character, and, with the 
addition of the other ingredients, 
makes itin fact colored and sweet- 
ened brandy. 

We find as matter of fact, from the 
papers and exhibits in the case: 

(1) That the merchandise in ques- 
tion is of the character above descr ib- 
ed; that it is composed cf alcohol, 
water, organic matter, and inorganic 








matter in the proportions reported by 
the chemist as akove stated, 

(2) That distilled spirits in the form 
of absolute alcohol is the component 
material of chief value. 

(3) That it is a spirituous liquor or 
beverage in the nature of brandy. 

(4) That it is not ‘coloring for 
brandy, wine, beer, or other liquors.’’ 

We therefore hold that the said 
merchandise was properly classified 
and assessed for duty, and the protest 
is accordingly overruled.

Russian Sunflower Oil. 


The sunflower has been known in 
Russia for many years, but only in 
certain districts has it been cultivated 
ona large scale. The first cultivation 
of sunflower seed for mercantile pur- 
posesin Russia began in 1842, in the 
village of Alexeivka, district of Ber 
utchinsk, government of Voronezh. 
That province is even now the chief 
district in European Russia for the 
growing of the sunflower. From 
there the cultivation of sunflowers 
spread to the adjacent governments 
of Tamboy and Saratov, where there 
are extensive cultures owned by the 
town of Saratov itself. The people 
of the governments of the Don, Sim- 
birsk and Samara, are more or less 
engaged in this trade. Two kinds of 
sunflower are known, one with small 
seeds used for the production of oil, 
and the other with large seeds con- 
sumed by the common people in 
enormous quantities as adainty. In 
a district where the seed is cultivated 
on a large scale, and the plant has 
been continually grown on the same 
soil for many years in succession, the 
sunflower has become subject toa 
disease called Puccinia di coidearum. 


Owing to this disease, the sunflower 
crops have been rather poor in the 
government of Voronezh for the last 


ten years, and the cultivation has, 
therefore, abated somewhat in this 
locality. The sunflower seed is used 
principally for obtaining an oil,which 
has superseded all other vegetable 
oils in many parts of Russia. In gen- 
eral, the cultivation of the sunflower 
in Russia is considered to be very 
profitable. At the average yield of 
1,350 pounds per acre, and at the av- 
erage price of %d. per pound, the 
farmer receives an income of about 
£4 per acre. This income can be in- 
creased in districts where the grower 
himself is engaged in producing the 
oil from the seed. However, oil mills 
are very rare in the villazes, the 
farmers selling their seed to the oil 
producers. in the seed growing dis- 
trict of Saratov there are only thirty- 
four village oil mills producing oil 
worth £8,000 annually, whereas in the 
town of Saratov £90,000 worth of oil is 
manufactured annually. The sub- 
stance remaining from the oil manu 

facture, or the sunflower cakes, being 
used as cattle food, is also a valuable 
product. These cakes, however, have 
a comparatively small demand _ in 
Russia, and are largely exported to 
foreign countries, principally to Ger- 
many and England. The sunflower 
shells, being used for heating pur- 
poses, form an article of trade in sev—- 
eral districts. ‘The seed cups are used 
as food for sheep. Of the different 
kinds of sunflower seed in Russia— 
some white or grey, some brown with 
white or grey stripes, some quite 
black, dyeing the cells a dark violet 
color—the grey and striped seeds are 
preferred, as they appear to be much 
cleaner and haudsomer, and therefore 
command a higher price, especially

And the product is 
being improved every year, for there 
are no manufacturers more wide- 
awake than those here, and they are 
never behind in the progressive move- 
ment; they are always in the van. 

Within the municipal limits of Pitts- 
burg there are 23 flint glass factories 
ee blown ware, shades, 
engraved goods, chimneys, lantern 
globes, bottles, vials, flasks, fruitjars, 
prescription and druggists’ wares, 
novelties, specialties, bar goods, 
tumblers, lamps, goblets, etc., ten 
factories making window glass, six 
factories producing green bottles, 
hollow ware and green fruit jars. It 
must be borne in mind, however, that 
these do not include all the plants 
that may be designated -Pittsbur, 
plants. In the surrounding smal 
towns are scores of factories owned 
by Pittsburgers which send all their 
products here for sale and distribu- 
tion. Pittsburg capital has sought 
investment in glass houses at more 
distant points, too, and from this city 
are controlled many of the plants in 
Ohio and Indiana. Of window glass 
factories this is especially true. In 
Pittsburg there are no factories for 
the manufacture of polished plate 
glass, but itis Pittsburg capital that 
has established the finest and largest 
plants in the United States for the 
manufacture of this high grade of the 
bright and brittle article. The 
factories are in the small towns 20 or 
30 miles distant from the city, but the 

roduct is sold and distributed from 

ere and all the operations are direct- 
ed from here. 

There is about $8,000,000 invested in 
the manufacture of glass here, the 
annual product being valued at nearly 
$10,000,000. More than 7,000 men and 
boys find employment in the glass 
factories in and around Pittsburg. 
The product of window glass has an 
annual value of $3,000,000.

Pittsburg as a Glass Center. 


The Pittsburg Commercial Gazette 
of the 8rd inst. publishes a 48 page 
edition, in which it devotes consider- 
able space to a description of a num 
ber of the different glass plants in 
and around Pittsburg. Of Pittsburg 
as a glass manufacturing center it has 
this to say: 

Among the great industries which 
bring Pittsburg prominently to the 
front as a manufacturing center is the 
glass business which is here second 
gay in importance to iron and steel. 
Indeed, it may be questioned if the 
manufacture of glass does not occupy 
an equally exalted place with the other 
great Pittsburg product. 

The manufacture of glass in Pitts- 
burg was begun nearly 100 years ago, 
since which time the business has 
grown to such vast proportions that 


bottles, vials, etc., are made yearly, 


while of lamp chimneys, which are a 
specialty here, 48,000,000 are made 


every year. The amount of pressed 
yoods manufactured is also very 
arge. Of plate glass the annual pro- 
duct approximates 8,000,000 square 
feet, this including the output of the 
factories near Pittsburg which are 
owned here. It is cited as noteworthy 


that since Pittsburgers began the 
manufacture of plate glass the qual- 
ity has been steadily improved, while 
the price has been reduced about 25 
per cent. 

The stamp of originality is placed 
upon much of the tableware manu- 
factured here. Most of the factories 
engaged in this line are devoted to 
specialties, the patents of which are 
copyrighted. From this statement 
it must not be inferred that there is a 
tiresome sameness about the goods, 
fort it is not so. The patterns are 
frequently changed and the goods 
placed upon the market go there as 
novelties. The pressed goods sent out 
from Pittsburg find ready sale in all 
parts of the country, while the finer 
grades of blown and cnt glass are in

Oil of Lemon. 


Some interesting information is 
furnished concernin essence of 
lemon in Messrs. Schimmel’s Report 
on Essential Oils. They state that 
only a small part of the article com- 
ing into commerce can be termed 
pure. From some experiments made 
on expressed and on distilled essence 
of lemon prepared by themselves 
from fresh 1891 fruit, they find that 
the pure expressed oil has a specific 
gravity of 0°858 and an optical rota- 
tion of + 61°0’, and the distilled oila 
specific gravity of 0°856 and an optical 
rotation of +66°20. Under the head 
of citral, they state that the employ- 
ment of citral, both pure and mixed 
with lemon oil, increases enormously. 
Seventy-five grams of citral are said 
to be equal to about « kilogram of 
pure lemon oil, in actual practice. 
One ounce of citral in 15 ounces of 95 
per cent. alcohol is equivalent to 16

Linseed 
oil declined on Monday but had 
recovered at the close. Oottonseed 
oil is easy, olive oil is weak and dull 
while cocoanut is somewhat firmer. 
The mineral oils are depressed and 
prices are more likely to be lower than 
to remain where they are. Most of 
the animal and fish oils are quiet and 
in this department no new features 
are presented. 


Vegetable Oils. 


Linseed Oil.—The market is in a 
eculiar position and at this writing 
it is difficult to give an accurate sum- 
mary of the situation. On Monday 
last the price of Western oil in New 
York was reduced ic per gallon 
although no change was made in the 
West except in the price for small 
quantities. Immediately the Eastern 
crushers announced a reduction of a 
cent in their quotation, making the 
price for city oil 39c. What caused 
the break is purely a question of sur- 
mise to the general trade, and as an 
advance had been confidently ex- 
pected by the majority of buyers the 
decline caused a good deal of surprise.

Ceylon Oil.—During the past few 
days under an improved demand for 
spot goods the market has developed 
rather more strength. While the trad- 
ing has been light, being confined to 
small orders, the sales aggregating 
about 50 tons at 54@5%ce, as to quan: 
tity and style of package. For ship- 
ment from the coast during July, by 
sail there are several orders in the 
marxet for round lots at 4%c, but the 
best price quoted to-day for that 
month was 4%c, with cable reports of 
a firmer market on the coast. There 
is almost no demand for cochin oil 
either on spot or from vessel on way. 
Until buyers raise their bids of 5%, 
nothing of importance is expected to 
transpire. For spot lots they are 
quoting 5%@6%, as to quantity and 
holder. 

Qlive Oil.—There is not enough 
business being done on the spot to 
warrant giving a fair quotation for 
store parcels. Only small sales are 
reported at 59@60c as to quantity and 
holder. Shipments are quoted at 58c, 
though some holders are soliciting 
bids a shade under in hopes they may 
be able to persuade buyers to take 
hold. Olive foots are selling only in 
asmall way on the spot at 4%@4%e 
as to quantity and holder, while for 
shipments 4c is generally quoted. 


Animal and Fish Oils, 


Cod Oil.—There has been no change 
in the market during the week. ‘The 
demand is light but limited supplies 
keep the market firra at 41@45c for 
Newfoundland, and 38@40c for do- 
mestic as to quantity. 

Lard Oil.—A steady feeling prevails 
and prices do not seem to be appre- 
ciably affected by the fluctuations in 
the price of the raw material. This 
is no doubt due to the fact 
that consumptive requirements close- 
ly absorb the current outlet while the 

emand for forward delivery con- 
tinues good. For prime city brands 
56@57c, as to quantity and seller, re- 
main the general quotations, while the 
best Western makes are held at 55@ 
66c, according to brand and size of 
order. 

Menhaden Oil.—There has been 
nothing done in crude since our last. 
There is nothing to be had from first 
hands so far as we can learn 
and those who have any stock 
are not particularly anxious to sell. 
At the same time buyers are extreme- 
ly few; in fact we hear of no inquiry 
whatever. Under this condition of at- 
fairs prices are entirely nominal. The 
manufactured oils are slow of sale, 
such demand as there is being for re- 
tail quantities. There is no change 
in quotations. 

eatsfoot Oil.—A fair jobbing de- 
mand is reported, but there are no 
large buyers in the market at present. 
Prices are firmly maintained at the 
range of 60@7ic for extra, 40@45c for 
rime, 42@45c for No.1, and 37@40c 
or No. 2 as to quantity, quality and 
seller. 

Sperm Oil.—The New Bedford mar- 
ket has been very quiet during the 
week and we hear of no sales.

SaTURDAY EVENING, May 14, 1892. 

The speculative price of certificates 
on the exchange has varied but little 
during the week, but the tenor has 
been firm when the bearish features 
which have presented themselves are 
taken into consideration. The show- 
ing made by the pipe line statements 
for April was somewhat more bearish 
than was expected, both from the ten. 
or of the tield reports and the daily 
pipe line reports. The monthly field 
report also gave reason to expecta 
smaller increase in stocks. The state- 
ment, however, had no influence on 
the market, trading continuing light 
throughout, while prices were not af- 
fected. The statement shows the re- 
ceipts to have decreased to the extent 
of 74,000 bbls, but as the shipments 
show a falling off of nearly 200,000 
bbls, there was an increase in stocks 
of 483,000 bbls, the total stocks above 

round now araountiug to 17,249,000 
bbls, the largest amount since 
January, 1889. The report of 
the Buckeye Pipe Line shows a 
decrease in the stocks of Ohio oil of 
470,000 bbls, while both runs and 
shipments show a decrease. The total 
stock of Ohio oil now amounts to 
20,426,000 bbls, maxing total of both 
kinds 37,675,000 bbls. It is too much 
to hope for an important increase in 
prices with such an amount above 
ground, and without a very material 
reduction in the production, prices 
must be expected to remain low. 
There have been no transactions in 
Buckeyes and the speculative market 
values are nominally unchanged, al- 
though the announcement wis made 
by the. Buckeye Pipe Line Co. that 
he price of crude Ohio would here- 
after b2 387%c, an advance of 2c. 
This isthe highest point that Ohio 
oil has reached in two years. Six 
years ago oil was quoted at 40c, and 
then it dropped off to15c. It remained 
at this figure until March 6, 1890, when 
it commenced to advance, and wert 
up by points until May 6 of the same 
ear, when it reached 37%c, at which 
it remained until October 3, 1890, 
when it gradually dropped back. to 
80c, at which figure it remained for 
fourteen months. On the 2d of 
December last the price was ad 
vanced to 32%c, and the next day to 
385c, where it has since remained. 
The transactions during the past week 
show a decrease from those of the 
previous week, the sales footing up 
50,000 bbls (50,000 N. T. and 0,000 B.) 
against 62,000 bbls forthe preceding 
week. The clearances of the local ex- 
change amounted to 152,000 bbls, 
against 682,000 bbls during the pre- 
costing week. The total clearances re- 
ported for the Oil City exchange 
amounted to 596,000 bbls, against 
1,394,000 bbls for the preceding week. 
The highest price of the week was re- 
corded on Thursday, when 57%¢ was 
reached. The lowest point of the 
week was 56%c, and was touched on 
Saturday. ‘The opening price last 
Monday was 567c, and the close this 
noon was at 56%c, showing a loss 
of 4c as the result of the week's trad- 
ing, while the extreme range of fluct- 
uations for {the week wasic. There 
were no sales of Buckeyes, and the 
price remains nominally 14%ce. 


Many operators are waiting to get 
the results of three or four wells 
which are near the sand in the Sisters- 
ville field. The greater part of the 
territory is held by Pittsburg parties 
whv will go ahead and operate their 
leeses if the test wells now drilling 
prove to be producers. The only 
drawback to this field is the 
salt water which is found in such 
quantities as to prevent the wells 
from flowing oil and it is only by 
weeks and months of pumping in 
some cases, that a well can be put on 
a paying basis. The enormous pres- 
sure of water keeps the oilin the hole, 
and this pressure must be taken off 
before the oil can be reached. 
Grace & Co.’s well, on the Whit- 
ten farm, is said to be the only well 
in the field in which salt water 
has not been found. It is located in 
the northern part of the field, on the 
Ohio side of the river. The field as it 
stands now is probably at its most 
interesting period of development. 
There have been just about enough 
wells completed to show that oil in 
paying quantities is a possibility, but 
the size, or direction of the belt, 
if there is any, is still unsolved. 
The production of the McDonald field 
was 21,500 bbls. The hourly gauges 
were as follows: Matthews’ No. 3, 20 
bbls; Oakdale Oil Company’s Nos. 2 
aud 3 Baldwin, 20; Forest Oil Com- 
pany’s No. 1 Jane Stewart, 20; J. M.

REFINED AND PRODUCTS. 


The market for refined for export 
had an appearance of quietness, but 
there was nevertheless a considerable 
increase in the demand, the total en- 
gagements during the week footing up 
about 120,000 bbls, a fair proportion 
of which was for barreled. The for- 
eign markets do not appear to be 
affected by the inroads of Russian oil 
as stated in foreign exchanges a fort- 
night ago,the large demand for Amer- 
ican oil showing that it is being given 
the preference and that it receives the 
full benefit of the natural increase in 
consumption. The price of _bar- 
reled oil has been reduced to 
6°05e¢ for New York loading, 
at 6°00c for Baltimore loading, and 
6°00c for Philadelphia loading. Bulk 
oil has also been reduced to 3'55c 
here, 3°50c at Philadelphia and 3°50c 
at Baltimore. The principal for- 
eign markets are easier. o-day’s 
quotations by cable were: Antwerp, 
i4f; Bremen, 5'90m; London, 5%d, 
and Liverpool, 54%@54d. Freight 
rates are easier at 1s 9d@1s10%d 
hence to London, and Is 9d@3s 
to Continental ports, as to port and 
vessel. Home trade lots have been 
in good request and are weak on 
the basis of 8@8%c for 150° water 
white, and Western at 8c. 

Cases for export have been in good 
request, and sales of over 200,000 
are reported. The price for plain 
tops has been reduced to _ 6'85c. 
Freight rates are steady. The nom- 
inal rates for large vessels are:

Transparent Soap. 


The manufacture of transparent 
soap undoubtedly owes its origin to 
the discovery that soap dissolved in 
alcohol remains transparent and hard 
after the latterhas evaporated again, 
and on this discovery was based the 
old process of its manufacture. Later 
improvements in the methods of its 
preparation have greatly simplified 
the process, however. 

In order to render a soap trans- 

arent various means are adopted. 
These are: 

Selection of fats: The addition of 
castor oil to the other fats renders a 
soap naturally more transparent than 
soap from any other fat would be. 
But the use of this material has sev 
eral disadvantages in consequence of 
which discretion must be used in the 
proportion of castor oil employed. 

Too great a proportion (aside from 
the price) is not advisable, because it 
reduces the lathering properties which 
in a toilet soap are emer import- 
ant. It also renders the soap sticky, 
and consequently also causes difficul- 
ties in pressing the cakes. The best 
grade of, this oil only should be em- 
ployed for this kind of soap. 

Besides castor oil, a mixture of tal- 
low and cocoanut oil is the most suit- 
able material for transparent soap. 
The proportion may vary from equal 
parts to 25 lbs. cocoanut oil to 100 lbs. 
tallow. The fat should be as fresh as 
possible, and at all events should be 
clarified in the usual manner by 
means of lye and salt water, previous 
to using it. Where the presence of 
traces of salt is found to affect the 
clearness of the soap, the fat may be 
melted again on water or by open 
steam to remove the same. Fat thor- 
oughly clarified and freed from free 
fatty acids yields soap of a fierier, 





clearer transparency, that will keep 


better and longer; it also secures 
against disturbances in the process of 
manufacture. Rosin may also be 
added to the fats in small proportion, 
and adds to the clearness of the soap, 
but, on the other hand, darkens the 
color. 

Addition of alcohol, glycerine and 
sugar: Although first used for this 
purpose, alcohol is not absolutely re- 
quired for making transparent soap; 
yet the best goods of this kind are 
made by its aid. Methylated spirit 
gives the soap a rank odor, and may 
even affect the skin injuriously, so

Glycerine: This ingredient enters 
into nearly all transparent soaps, and 
on account of its emolient proper- 
ties is to be recommended. It can 
only be used, however, in small pro- 

rtions, for its presence in large 

uantities canses the soap to sweat 
(as glycerine absorbs moisture from 
the atmosphere) and also diminishes 
its lathering property. It should be 
used of uniform strength (28° B.), be 
devoid of color, and above all be free 
from lime, as the presence of lime in 
any of the ingredients (fat, water or 
glycerine) causes opaque flakes in the 


*gyrup.—Part or even all of the gly- 
cerine may be substituted by syrup 
(sugar dissolved in water) which. not 
only makes the soap transparent, but 
also promotes its clearness more 
rapidly than glycerine. Soap _ in 
which the glycerine is substituted by 
syrup is more transparent, and also 
fully as hard, if some alkaline salt is 
added for the purpose. In using 
sprup it must be borne in mind that 
its color darkens when too much heat 

employed. 
# oye The lye used for saponifica- 
tion should be made of caustic soda 
of the higher grades, as the presence 
of carbonate causes a milky appear- 
ance in many cases and prevents the 
roper saponificatiou essential at the 
peginning. The lye should be made 
in time that it may be allowed to thor- 
oughly clarify by resting, and par- 
ticles of sediment and scum must be 
carefully removed. In formulas per- 
mitting or ealling for carbonate of 
soda, the clean crystals should be 
used, and only be added after the 
fats have been thoroughly saponified. 
Water.—A sufficient amount of wa- 
ter must be present in the soap in 





order to produce the destred trans- 
parency. Many failures are due sim- 

ly to a lack of water while the soap is 
being made, although the subsequent 
drying out does not affect it. The 
absence of lime from the water being 
so important, distilled water—where 
where it can be had—is best employed. 


THE MANUFACTURE, 


The simplest process for making a 
transparent soap (but by no means 
the most preferable) is to proceed ex- 
actly asin the cold way of making 
—_ adding the alcohol, &c., to- 

ether with (or immediately after) the 
ast lye run into the kettle. A soap 
so made does not retain its clearness 
long for the reason that the most im- 
portant point in the manufacture of 
a transparent soap isa through sap- 
onification, and this is insured to a 
much greater degree by what we may 
call the ‘“‘warm”’ process of saponiti 
action. 

The following formulas, together 
with the foregoing remarks will 


answer the most varied requirements : 


TRANSPARENT SOAP MADE WITH ALCOHOL, 


Tallow 60 tbs. Glycerine 45 tbs. 
Cocoanut oil 30 “* Sugar a > 
Lye 38° 45 “ Water eee 
Alcohol 90° 36 “ 


The fats are heated to 165° F., and 
the other ingredients (the sugar prev- 
iously dissolved in the water) after be- 
ing thoroughly mixed are brought to 
the same temperature. The mixture 
is then run into the fats while crutch- 
ing well, until it saponifies as in the 
“cold process.”’ Color and perfume 
to suit. The principal advantage of 
this formula is iss simplicity. 


Cocoanut oil 60 tbs. Sugar 12 ths. 
Stearin 32 “© Water ile 
Tallow 10 ** Glycerine 31 “ 
Rosin 2 ‘** Alcohol 90° 60 * 
Lye 38° 56 “ 


The melted fats are heated to 165° 
F. and the lye (at the same tempera- 
ture) is Stirred ina fine stream. The 
alcohol is next added. As this will 
cause the soap to rise care must be 
taken to have the mixing vessel large 
enough. When the fats are well 
saponified the syrup (formed by pre- 
viously dissolving the sugar in the 
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water) and the glycerine are crutched 
in. The soap will become perfectly 
clear and is then covered up closely 
for ten minutes. If a sample on glass 
remains clear and transparent on 
cooling it may be framed, but if it 
should become cloudy it is a sign that 
too little water has been used (or too 
much has evaporated) which must 
then be added (at about 180° F.) 


TRANSPARENT SOAP WITHOUT ALCOHOL, 


In the following formula the alco- 
hol is omitted and the larger probor- 
tion of water therefore required is 
counteracted by the use of sal soda. 
Even the glycerine may be—if neces- 
sary—substituted by astill larger pro- 
portion of syrup.

The fats are saponified by running 
in the lye as described before, 
crutching being continued until the 
soap thickens. It is then covered up 


and time allowed for the heat to gen- 
erate through the combination of the 
materials. This may take place in 
two hours or may not appear until 4 
or 5 hours have passed, so thatit may 
be convenient to support it by apply- 
ing steam heat, or using a water bath 
of about 165° F., but this is not ab- 
solutely necessary. While the soap 
becomes heated it will rise in the ves- 
sel and at the end of the operation 
will be at 180° to 200° F. 

In the meantime the sugar has been 
dissolved in the water by means of 
heat, the glycerine added, and the 
mixture brought to 175° F. Whenthe 
soap has acquired the proper degree 
of spontaneous heat as above, and 
forms a thick, clear mass with only a 
very thin skin, like tissue paper, and 
is at least 180° F., the above mixture 
is crutched in thoroughly and the 
heat maintained at 175° F., by steam 
or the water bath. The sal soda— 
finely powdered—is then at once 
added and crutching continued until 
lumps that may have formed are all 
dissolved. Asample on glass must 
now remain clear on cooling ; tbe scum 


3) 


—if any—must be light and very thin. 
The sal soda named in the formula 
(16 tbs.) may not bequite enough and 
ifa sample is not quite hard three 
or four pounds more may now be 
added. 

After half an hour’s rest, or when it 
has cooled to 140° F., the color is 
added (mixed in hot water) and 
crutched until the temperature falls 
to 130° F. Then add the perfume and 
frame. 

(If a heavy scum is seen on the soap 
before coloring the samples will not 
be clear, indicating a lack of water; 
enough must then be added till sample 
is clear.) 

Scraps of this soap may be used up 
in the next batch, by adding them 
after the sal soda has been added; 
they will melt rapidly, but on account 
of their dryness a little hot water may 
have to be added. When enough of 
them are at hand they _ be re- 
melted by themselves, as they will 
darken the soap a little when used in 
fresh material. 

GENERAL REMARKS. 


In order to always have the same 
amount of pure fat in the mixing ves- 
sel it is convenient to weigh off a 
slight excess of each oil at first and 
after melting and clarifying weigh off 
together the exact total amount of 
fats required. 

The older and drier transparent 
soap is allowed to become in the 
block the better will it press and the 
handsomer will be its appearance. In 
cutting, the cakes should be made 
conforming as nearly as possible to 
the proportions of the die, so as not 
to force the shape of the soap which 
might easily produce cracking. Be- 
fore pressing it is well, although not 
necessary, to slightly warm the cakes, 
The cakes should also be cut large 
enough to make up for their shrink.

When no colors, and pure materials 
are used the soap will be pure and 
clear as glass and have a delicate 
golden tint. For a fiereier, deeper 
yellow, tincture of saffron or orange 
aniline may be used; for a greenish- 
yellow color use tincture of curecuma.

in such places of portuble electric 
lights which require a flexible cable 
with a lead and return wire. While a 
red hot rivet will notignite an inflam- 
mable or explosive atmosphere of pe- 
troleum vapor, a white hot rivet will 
do so. Again. when a rivet which is 
only rei hot is placed in the rivet 
hole, a small flame is often produced 
even when the plates are wiped as 
clean a8 practicable. The small flame 
is no doubt due tothe presence of 
small quantities of oil or the solid 
constituents of the oil. Again. a 
flame can also be produced by drop- 
ping a red hot rivet on a piece of pa- 
per or chip. It therefore appears 
that during repairs, whenever a ves- 
sel is fit for red hot riveting, it is also 
safe to use naked lights. One im- 
portant note about petroleum vapor 
is its high specific gravity, it being 
roughly from 3 to 3% times heavier 
thanordinary air. In testing the con- 
dition of the atmosphere inside a pe- 
troleum tank, if the air at the bottom 
is found not inflammable or explo- 
sive, the air above is sure not to be 
so. In the experiments, especially 
with the deep tanks, the air at the top 
was often found on testing witha 
syringe and naked light to be practi- 
cally free of vapor, while on applying 
a light at the bottom an explosion 
was caused. A _ small quantity 
of some kind of crude petroleum 
will render a large space ex- 
plosive, Of three of the samples 
tested, one volume of the oil would 
render respectively, fixing round 
numbers, 180, 400, and 600 volumes 
explosive. A tank full of even crude 
ee appears to be quite as 
armless as one containing coal, es- 
pecially so if the air is excluded. The 
surface of the crude oil in a compar- 
itively large tank was often purposely 
— by means of a fierce flame. 

he fire, however, could at once be 
put out by simply putting on the cover 
or cap and thus prevent the admis- 
sion oftir. Itis the vapor given off 
from the oil which renders the use of 
naked lights, or any artificial light, 
dangerous. When a tank is nearly 
empty the oil remaining,if it contains 
any spirit, may speedily render the 
atmosphere inside inflammable or ex- 
plosive. When the atmosphere is in 
that condition it would be a good rule 
not to euter the tank with any other 
light except sunlight, and there is 
very little doubt that many of the 
members of this institution could de- 
sign a petroleum steamer so that the 
tanks, when required, could be 
cleaned without the aid of any arti- 
ficial light. When once the oil has 
been wiped out the tank can be quick- 
ly cleared, and kept clear of any ex- 
plosive atmosphere by very simple 
and inexpensive means. here are 
good grounds for ee in vessels 
engaged exclusively in the carriage 
of refined petroleum in bulk, at ordi- 
nary temperatures, that daily tests 
would show that generally they are 
comparatively free of vapor, and that 
the only time the atmosphere they 
contain is inflammable or explosive 
is when the tanks are being steamed. 
The extra temperature which is pro- 
duced by a causes petroleum 
vapor to be formed, even from refined 
petroleum, and anything which does 
that ap pears to be something which 
should be avoided. Many experiments 
were made with the model tanks— 
which were of tin or zinc—in order to 
ascertain what effect wind sails and 
hatchway area had in purifying or 
preventing the formation of an in- 
flammable or explosive atmosphere 
of petroleum vapour. After repeated 
trials, the conclusion was arrived at 
that results obtained with small 


models were not trustworthy indica- 
tions of what would take place in a 
large tank, for one reason, the condi- 





tions not being equal. For instance 
in two tanks, one having twice the 
dimensions of the other, while the in. 
ternal surface of the larger tank would 
be four times, the cubic contents 
would be eight times that of the 
smaller tank, if both tanks were cop. 
sequently full of vapor and the hateb. 
way areas were made proportional to 
the surface exposed, in the lar r 
tank twice as much vapor would haye 
to escape per unit of hatchway areg 
in order to free both tanks in the same 
time. The general deduction drawn 
from the experiments was that, unlegs 
oil was entirely removed from the 
tank, certain conditions might arise 
which would tend to make the atmos. 
phere at the bottom inflammable or 
charged with petroleum vapor, As 
the production of vapor, other thin 
being equal, is proportional to the 
surface of the oil exposed, a small 
quantity spread over a large surface, 
such as could take place by ‘a small 
leakage of crude oil in the ’tweep 
decks, would tend quickly to make 
the atmosphere inflammable; and, al- 
though the number and area of vep- 
tilators fitted usually in the ‘tween 
decks, under such circumstances, if 
properly trimmed, might, on test- 
ing, be found sufficient to pre- 
vent the formation of such an 
atmosphere when when the vessel is 
steamirg against a head wind, in a 
calm it it doubtful if they would do 
so. While, no doubt owing to the 
great destiny of petroleum vapor, it 
appears to be a question of time to 
get rid of it by diffusion or upward 
displacement, the tanks used in the 
experiments could be quickly cleared 
of it by the method of downward dis- 
placement—a method used in the 
manufacturing arts to get rid of large 
quantities of carbonic acid, which has 
roughly, only a destiny of about half 
that of petroleum vapor. While not 
in any way attempting, from experi- 
ments on such a small scale, to draw 
any deduction in regard to what would 
be found on making tests with the 
large tanks of a steamer carrying 
petroleum in bulk, the experiments 
appear to show that, while any vapor 
that may be present cannot be got rid 
ofina few minutes—as some have 
asserted—by simply giving a little 
hatchway opening or a windsail at 
the top, they also show, on the other 
hand, that petroleum steamers, especi- 
ally those carrying refined petroleum 
at ordinary temperatures, are quite as 
safe as many vessels carrying some 
kinds of coal; and that, if all the of- 
ficers and engineers on these steamers 
had a more general knowledge 
of some of the elementary properties 
of petroleum and petroleum vapol, 
daily tests were made of the condition 
of the contained atmosphere, al 
ventilating fans or air pumps — 
fitted, so that if any vapor was foun 
it could be readily pumped out, 
petroleum steamers and their cargoes 
would be amongst the safest afloat.— 
Chemical Trade Journal.

cared to disagree. hat we have 
reference to ic some of our old refiners 
combines or trusts. ‘“‘What is a 
trust?” In strict definition, a trust is 
a device to secure concert of action 
among a number of corporations of 
similar interests, by separating the 
voting power and the ownership of 
the stock, in each one, to a sufficient 
extent to concentrate the voting power 
of a majority of the stock, in each 
corporation, in the hands of a single 
committee or association, so that the 
corporate action of all may be identi- 
cal without contract. 

The most notable instance of trust 
management is seen in the Standard 
Oil Trust, which has _ unquestion- 
ably done things inimical to the pub- 
lic weal. Considering the vastness of 
its undertakings, this is neither 
strange nor exceptional. Yet! who 
can say that the Standard Oil Com- 
pany has not been the means of vast 
benefit to the petroleum industry in 
Americe and to the consumers of this 
illuminant througout the world? Let 
anyone consider what must have been 
the condition of the petroleum indus- 
try had it not been for the economies 
of organization and the ability to ex- 
tend trade by enterprising operations 
of a magnitude of which no one of the 
single companies in the Standard 
cout have undertaken, which has 
been accomplished by this trust.

our oil producers from this market. 
For the history of the former I may 
refer you to my _ predecessor's dis- 
atches. In brief, the facts were as 
ollows: 

In December, 1886, the monopoly 
imported a cargo of 6,200 cases of 
Russian oil for trial. It was found 
unsuited to the market—“much infe- 
rior even to the low grades of Ameri- 
can oit which had been sent here’— 
and the monopoly determined to 
bring in no more of it. Our product 
has accordingly held the market up 
to this time. 

Even now I do not think we are 
likely to lose it for more than a few 
months. Bearing in mind the fact 
that petroleum is a Government mo- 
nopoly, and considering the late Gov- 
ernment’s foreign policy, it is quite 
possible that the present importation 
may be due quite as much to other as 
to commercial causes. At the same 
time it would be wise for our pro- 
ducers to consider the facts and to 
give this market the best quality of 
oil at the lowest prices they can afford.

Kath or Pale Cutch. 


A specimen of pale catechu pre- 
pared in the northwest provinces of 
India, and a second specimen of black 
catechu were presented some months 
ago to the Society’s Museum by the 
Director of Kew Gardens. The pale 
catechu consisted of flattened cakes 
that had evidently been submitted to 

ressure in a filter press, and the 

lack catechu was apparently the 
expressed fluid from these cakes 
dried in the form of an extract. An 
account of these products was given 
in the Kew Bulletin for February, 
1891, from which it appears that two 
kinds of trees are recognized by the 
natives, one containing white spots 
in the heart wood and the other free 
fromthem. For the manufacture of 
Kath the wood containing white 
spots, which are presumed to consist 
of catechin, are preferred. 

Catechin, being sparingly soluble 
in water, it occurred to me that the 
catechin-free black catechu might 
form a stronger, or, at all events, a 
more elegent tincture than that made 
from acatechu containing catechin. 
I therefore asked Mr. C. Morrow to 
make a few experiments in this di- 
rection. He found thata tincture of 
ecatechin or of catechu containing 
catechin invariably deposited the 
catechin when diluted with water. 
He found also that proof spirit or 
spirit of 40 per cent. dissolved only 
two-thirds of the black catechu, but 
that a solution of it could be made of 
a strength of 54% grains to one fluid 
ounce in the form of a syrup, which 
mixed perfectly with water, and re- 
tained its astringent taste. I ven- 
ture to suggest this form of prepara- 
tion as more palatable than the tinc- 
ture and better adapted for admin- 
istering the drug to ch. ldren. 

The pale catechu or catechin 
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is stated in ‘Pharmacographia’ 
to be converted into catechu- 
tannic acid by heating. Catechin 
does not precipitate gelatine and 
and is, therefore, to a large extent, a 
waste product in tanneries, and it oc- 
curred to me it might be possible to 
obtain, by heating it, a material of a 
pale color which would be very valu- 
able for tanning purposes. there- 
fore ask Dr. Passmore to make a few 
experiments upon this substance. He 
found that although catechin could 
be changed to catechu-tannic acid by 
heat, it acquired during the process a 
darker color. He also found that 
when kept in solution, catechin 
changes slowly into catechu-tannic 
acid ot a dark color. 


A Damage Suit. 


The Louisville Courier Journal re- 
ports the result of a suit for $20,000 
which was brought in that city some 
few months ago by A. E. Bleher, drug- 
gist, against R. G. Dun & Co., W. T. 
Rolph and Messrs. Calvert & 
Brooks, of Cincinnati, for alleged 
libel. The case was tried before Judge 
Toney in the Law and Equity Court. 
After the evidence for the plaintiff 
was given, the attorney for the 
Mercantile Agency and W. T. Rolph, 
moved for peremptory instructions to 
the jury dismissing the case, so far 
as these were concerned, because 
plaintiff by his own and his witnesses’ 
evidence failed to show any malice on 
the part of R. G. Dun & Co., and the 
absence of such showed that the 
agency acted in good faith in impart- 
ing to their subscribers such informa- 
tion as they were entitled to under 
their contract. The Judge peremp- 
torily dismissed the case, so faras R. 
G. Dun & Co. and W. T. Rolph were 
concerned. This is thought to be the 
first case of the kind that has 
ever been tried in Kentucky, 
and it affords an interesting sub- 
ject for business men, as_ mer- 
cantile agencies have grown to be an 
important factor in the commercial 
world. ‘The paintiff charged that he 
was givena bad rating by the Mer- 
cantile Agency upon _ informatiou 
given it by Calvert & Brooks.

The Eucalyptus Oils of Commerce. 


The object of the present note is to 
direct attention to the somewhat un- 
gatisfactory state of our knowledge of 
the eucalyptus oils of commerce. As 
long ago as 1885, when the oil of eu- 
calvptus was first made official in the 
British Pharmacopoeia, Mr. C. B. 
Allen pointed out in the pages of the 
Pharmaceutical Journal, vol, xvi, p. 
597, the difficulties that arise when 
the oil of one species of eucalyptus is 
dispensed at one hcuse of business 
andthat of a different kind at an- 
other. The fact that the Pharmaco- 
peia allows the use of the oil of E. 
globulus, E, amygdalina and other 
species, Which may have different 
odors, places the pharmacist in 
a very awkward position whenever 
a new oil of eucalyptus appears 
in commerce. During the last 
two years a new variety of eucalyptus 
oil has been introduced in this coun- 
try under the name of oil of E. oleosa. 
This oil has a decided odor of 
cummin, and in that respect is quite 
different from an oil which formerly 
bore the name of ‘ oleosa.’”’ The oil 
with the cummin odor is obtained 
from eucalyptus cueorifolia, which 
was formerly considered by Sir F, 
von Muller to be a variety of E. 
oleosa. 

Light may perhaps be thrown upon 
some of the difficulties that attend 
the dispensing of eucalyptus oil, ac- 
cording to the British Pharmacopcoia 





standard, if we take a brief glance at 
the histcry of introduction into use 
in this country. When eucalyptus 
globulus was first brought into notice 
as an anti-malarial agent, its proper- 
ties were considered to be due in 
large measure to the volatile oil of 
the leaves. Eucalyptus oil, therefore, 
soon came into use in medicine; 
but the oil which entered into com- 
merce in this country in quantity was 
not that of E. globulus, but of E. 
amygdalina, an oil which had for 
some time previously been in use in 
Australia. The reason for this is ob- 
vious, when it is understood that E. 
amygdalina yields nearly four times 
as much oil as E. globulus, and that 
the oil also possesses a much more 
agreeable odor. After a few years 
the E. amygdalina tree appears to 
have become scarce in the neighbor 
hood of the distilleries, and recourse 
was had to the “mallee scrub,” a 
copse-like growth of small trees about 
25 feet in height nnd extending over 
large districts. The eucalypts of 
which it is composed are chiefly of 


four species, viz., E. oleosa, E, du- 
mosa, E. gracilis and E. uncinata. 
The oil thus obtained entered com- 
merce under the names’ of 
oil of E. eleosa and of E. du- 
mosa. At the time (1885) the 
Pharmacopeeia authorized the use 


of the oil of E.globulus,the cultivation 
of this species has spread to a large 
extent in Algeria, Spain and the South 
of France. Oil of eucalyptus globulus 
therefore soun appeared in commerce 
from these sources, as well as 
from ‘Tasmania and also from 
California, where it is a by-product in 
the preparation of a preveutive of 
boiler incrustation. The oil of E. 
globulus from all these sources is by 
no means uniform in character. Some 
samples that I have seen have a rank 
odor like that of the leaves, others 
have a camphoraceous but not un- 
pleasant odor, as if they had been 
rectified by redistillation. In some 
samples from the south of France I 
have detected the odor of turpen- 
tine; in those of Algeria and Malaga 
there is often asavine-like odor due, 
perhaps, to a still having been used 
for eucalyptus after the distillation of 
savine. It may here be remarked 
that the crude oil and the dark brown 
treacly residues after rectification of

Several eucalyptus oils possess an 
ingredient. especially when recently 
distilled, which causes a sense of irri- 
tation in the throat when the oil is 
inhaled, This ingredient is supposed 
to be of the nature of an aldehyde, 
but I have seen nothing definite in 
print upon this point. The presence 
of this body is, however, probably of 
considerable importance from a ther- 
apeutical point of view, since euca- 
lyptus oil is largely used as an in- 
halation in diseases of tne lungs, For 
this purpose I am _ given to under- 
stand that the oils of EK. amygdalina 
and E. dumosa are preferred in Edin- 
burgh and elsewhere. This prefer- 
ence seems remarkable, in connection 
with the statement that has been fre- 
quently made, viz., that eucalyptus 
oil owes its medicinal value to the 
presence of eucalyptol; for only Wal- 
lach and Gildmeister appear to have 
found any eucalyptol in this oil, and 
even then its preserice was accounted 
for by others, on the supposition that 
the leaves of E. globulus were proba- 
bly mixed in the stills with those of 
E.amygdalina. But the oil of the latter 
plant has been shown, without contra- 
diction, to contain a quantity of phel- 
landrene. It is also a remarkable 
fact that much of the eucalyptol that 
was first used in medicine consisted 
of the first portion passing over in 
the distillation of oil and contained a 
quantity of phellandrene. 


fact that oils containing phellandrene 
are preferred for the treatment of 
lung diseases, It seems desirable, 
therefore, that experiments should be 
be made with this by physiologists in 
in order to determine whether the pro- 
perties of eucalptus oils are due to 
eucalyptol, phellandrene, or some 
other ingredients of the oil for the 
sake of uniformity in dispensing it 
may be hoped that in the next Phar- 
macopoeia a product of definite com- 
position extracted from eucalyptus oil 
may take the place of an oil of un 
known and indefinite composition.

Spurious White Hellebore Root. 


About three months since a powder, 
with someof the root from which it 
was obtained, was brought to me with 
the inquiry whether it was genuine 
white hellebore, as some doubt on 
this point had been expressed by the 
person to whom the drug was offered. 
A large quantity of the root (I believe 
two tons) had been offered, and the 
powder is apparently used on a large 
scale in agriculture for killing insects. 

The root had the conical shape of 

veratrum album, and like it was evi- 
dently of monocotyledonous struc- 
ture. But it was only half 
the size of the root of ver- 
atrum album, and the sealy re- 
mains of the leaf-bases that form a 
characteristic feature in the root of 
that plant was not present. The 
taste was slightly aromatic, and an 
examination of a section of the root 
revealed the fact that the starch pre- 
sented the obovate shape and flat- 
tened character of the starches of the 
scitaminew, An inquiry as to its 
geographical source resulted in the in- 
formation that it came from Africa, 
probably from the West Coast. The 
a of that continent are so 
itttle known beyond the coast line 
and the banks of the large rivers, 
that it was considered unprofitable 
to pursue the inquiry further.

Cultivation of Gambir. 


Gambir is the second in import. 
anee of the products of the Mala 
Peninsula, and the current issue of 
the Agriculture Bulletin deals with 
this substance in an exhaustive map. 
ner. Virginseil appears to be best 
for the cultivation, and, where land 
has been under cultivation with other 
crops, it is advantageous to let it lie 
fallow and return to jungle for a time 
before replanting with gambir. The 
proper range of cultivation is from 
sea-level up to about four or five 
hundred feet altitude, above which 
the plant does . ot thrive. In the 
Peninsula and Rhio the plants are 
grown from seeds and never from 
cuttings, though propagated from the 
latter at Bangka. The seedlings are 
planted out when about nine months 
old and a foot tall. They thrive best 
in dry, sandy soil, with full exposure 
tothesun. Great care is taken to 
prevent water accumulating at the 
roots and, to this end, it is usual to 
select a hillside for the cultivation, so 
that the water may escape as quickly 
as possible after rain. Four kinds of 
es are made by the Malays, 

ambir bulat (round gambir) is the 
most nes eon of the chewing gam 
birs, and consists of thin circular bis- 
cuits about 1% inch across and a line 
thick. The Siak gambier of this 
form often contains rice dust and 
cloves as impurities. Gambir papan 
(board gambir) is in thin squares 
about 1% inch square and one line 
thick ; this is light brown and crumb- 
ly in texture. Gambir paku (nail or 

nger eon) is in sticks about three 
inches long and very dark in color. 
Gambir dudur (dice or cube gambit) 
is made in small cubes an inch eac 
way. Other forms are mentioned by 
various authors as being maoulac- 
tured for special markets, but the 
ney of the natives is stated to be 
for the forms here specified.

Bichromate of Potash.—Early in the 
week American manufacturers an- 
nounced an advance of ic, making 
the quotation 10%c. The advance 
may have been influenced by the fact 
that the Scotch makers had with- 
drawn from the market, owing to the 
unremunerative prices ruling for 
some time past, butit is intimated 
that the upward movement is the re- 
sult of more potent causes which, 
however, are not made clear to the 
public. The agents of the Scotch 
manufacturers still withhold offer- 
ing. The marketis in an unsettled 
condition, but in some quarters it is 
believed that a further advance will 
be made inthe near future. In the 
meantime the market is very quiet, 
buyers taking only what they actual- 
ly need for — consumption. Bi- 
chromate of soda has also been ad- 
vanced 1c per lb. 

Culch.—The market for spot goods 
restson a firm basis, owing to the 
limited supply here and the indispo- 
sition of holders to dispose of what 
they have, There is nothing obtain- 
able from store at less than 6%c, but 
at this figure only retail sales are 
made, as the price is above buyers’ 
views and they can only be in- 
ducéd to pay it when in abso- 
lute need of thestock. The mar- 
ket for forward deliveries is unset- 
tiled as the result of the recent large 
shipments and the tendency of 

rices is downward. Buyers mani- 
est little or no interest as they are, 
as arule, notin urgent need of sup- 
plies, and as they expect to buy at 
very much lower prices later on, they 
are in no hurry to make purchases.

Another lot of 1,000 bags recently re- 
ceived, and which was of exception- 
ally fine quality, is to be transhipped 
to Liverpool. 

Dyewoods.—There is no stock of log- 
wood on the dock, and we hear of 
nothing offering to arrive. During 
the week there have been sales of 250 
tons of Pt du Paix wood at $31, 
although the quality was said to be 
poor. A lot of 300 tons Jamaica was 
also sold on private terms, said to be 
$29, and asmall lot of Jacmel, about 
75 tons, brought $27. This cleared up 
the stock on the dock, and from pres- 
ent indications there will be nothing 
more here for some time to come. 
The demand for the extracts is fair, 
but it is entirely of a joumeng charac- 
ter. There has been no change in 
prices.

In 1872 an American captain, John 
Howard, of a whaling ship, well in- 
formed of the nature of the archil 
weed from the Galapages Islands, 
made the discovery of a superior qual- 
ity of the same lichen on_the lands 
bordering Magdalena Bay, Lower Cal- 
ifarnia. Samples were obtained by 
the said captain, and in a short time 
quite a fleet of vessels from Guayaquil 
and San Francisco, having enter- 
prising parties on board, landed on 
the Magdalena Bay grounds with the 
necessary supplies and means for 
starting the picking and packing of 
archil lie export to the European 
markets. 

Itis evidently known what import- 
ance the archil trade assumed at 
Magdalena Bay and surroundings for 
several years after its discovery, and 
how, by shrewd management, Mr. I. 
P. Hale succeeded in dislodging all 
other claimants to the archil lands 
(starting from latitude 20 deg. 40 min. 
§. to latitude 28 deg. N.), with very 
few exceptions, by obtaining a Mexi- 
can grant or Government contract, 
which gave him the entire belt of the 
archil lands, 6 miles broad, on the 
Pacific coast side of Lower California, 
and comprising the said degrees of 
latitude. 

Over 1,500 men have been employed 
in gathering the moss, and about an 
equal number also employed in cart- 
ing, packing, etc.

growth matures every two years, when 
it is ready for repicking, packing and 
export. 

Since the Kongo State has become 
the natural producer of archil, that 
branch of industry in America has 
become totally depressed, particularly 
in Lower California Europe finds 
many advantages in the proximity of 
the African archil to her markets, and 
the cost of transportation, etc., isa 
great deal cheaper. 

The revival of the archil trade in 
Lower California can only be brought 
about by the revival of the manufac- 
ture of the dye in the United States.
